A billion "lead” pencils are made 
in this country each year. Arthur 
Newton Park in "Vanishing 
Forest,” tells us that the manu¬ 
facture of pencils is cansing no 
little drain on our forests and that 
the best of the eastern red cedar and 
juniper have become scarce and that 
search is now being made for other 
suitable wood. 

Only the finest heartwood of the 
cedar is used, a good color, soft 
wood and a delicate odor seeming to 
be the demands of the pencil user. 

To make them, the manufacturer 
cuts'a board about seven inches 
long, the width of half a dozen 
pencils, and as thick as a half pencil. 
It is then shaped into six sections, 
and grooved. 

The "lead” is inserted, the halves 
glued together and the pencil finish¬ 
ed at another point. 

The pencil "filling” is graphite, 
not lead. 

And graphite, says Mr. Pack, is not 
even a metal but a product derived 
from decayed wood or vegetable 
matter and the best comes from 
Africa.— The Ohio Chronicle.
